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OPINION 719 

A ELI A ROSTRATA BOHEMAN, 1852 (INSECTA, HEMIPTERA): 

VALIDATED UNDER THE PLENARY POWERS 

RULING.—(1) Under the plenary powers the following specific names are 
hereby suppressed for the purposes of both the Law of Priority and the Law of 
Homonymy: 

(a) rostratus De Geer, 1773, as published in the binomen Cimex rostra- 

tus; 

(b) rostrata Fabricius, 1803, as published in the binomen Aelia rostrata; 

(c) rostrata, all uses of this specific name in the combination Aelia rostra ta, 

prior to the publication of Aelia rostrata Boheman, 1852. 

(2) The following specific names are hereby placed on the Official List of 
Specific Names in Zoology with the Name Numbers specified: 

(a) rostrata Boheman, 1852, as published in the binomen Aelia rostrata 

(Name No. 2050); 

(b) hastatus Fabricius, 1803, as published in the binomen Lygaeus 

hastatus (Name No. 2051). 

(3) The following specific names are hereby placed on the Official Index of 
Rejected and Invalid Specific Names in Zoology with the Name Numbers 
specified: 

(a) rostratus De Geer, 1773, as published in the binomen Cimex rostratus 

(as suppressed under the plenary powers in (1) (a) above) (Name 

No. 808); 

(b) rostrata Fabricius, 1803, as published in the binomen Aelia rostrata 

(as suppressed under the plenary powers in (1) (b) above) (Name 

No. 809); 

(c) rostrata , all uses of this specific name in the combination Aelia 

rostrata prior to that by Boheman, 1852 (as suppressed under the 

plenary powers in (1) (c) above) (Name No. 810). 

HISTORY OF THE CASE (Z.N.(S.) 1490) 

The present case was submitted to the office of the Commission in June 1961 
by Mr. E. S. Brown. Mr. Brown’s application was sent to the printer on 6 Dec¬ 
ember 1961 and was published on 10 September 1962 in Bull. zool. Nomencl. 
19 : 304-305. Public Notice of the possible use of the plenary powers in the 
present case was given in the same part of the Bulletin as well as to the other 
prescribed serial publications (Constitution Article 12b: Bull. zool. Nomencl. 
21 : 184) and to seven entomological serials. 

The proposals were supported by Dr. E. Wagner and Dr. T. Jaczewski. 
Dr. Holthuis suggested that in order to secure the validity of rostrata Boheman, 
a proposal should be added to para. 3 (1) as follows: “ (c) rostrata , all uses of 
this specific name in the combination Aelia rostrata prior to the publication of 
Aelia rostrata Boheman, 1852”, and that an entry to this effect should be made 
on the Official Index. Dr. Holthuis’ additional proposal was included in the 
Voting Paper. 
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DECISION OF THE COMMISSION 
On 27 April 1964 the Members of the Commission were invited to vote under 
the Three-Month Rule on Voting Paper (64)5 either for or against the proposals 
set out in Bull. zool. Nomencl. 19 : 304-305, and as added to by Dr. Holthuis 
(see above). At the close of the prescribed voting period on 27 July 1964 the 
state of the voting was as follows:

“ t>| n re ^ urn ^ n ^ ^is vote Mr. C. W. Sabrosky made the following comment: 

Plenary powers should not be used to escape primary homonymy unless really 
grave confusion would result. I can see none here. Kirkaldy, and China and 
Lodos, should be followed in the use of Aelia glebana. ”
